FRESHMAN:

Our class was well represented this year among the leaders of Erskine activi- 
ties, both extra-curricular and academic.

Erskine entertained for the first time this year the annual convention of the 
South Carolina Press Association, two of our class members being President and 
Vice-President of the Association. In addition, the Erskine Mirror, edited by 
Juniors, placed second in the state newspaper contest. 


Centennial celebrations were coming thick and fast, and the spirit of Erskine 
was at a high pitch. Most spectacular of all pageants was the Historical Pageant 
presented during Commencement week. This panoramic masterpiece was con- 
ceived and directed by Mrs. J. G. Moffatt, narrated by Wesley Abbott and acted 
by a cast of Gargantuan dimensions. 


Of Forensic and general import was the selection of Erskine as the place of 
speaking for the annual South Carolina Intercollegiate Oratorical Association 
meet, in which Erskine was well represented. 


It was with a feeling of infinite sadness that we attended the last rites of 
Dr. R. L. Robinson, beloved dean of the Erskine Theological Seminary, whom 
the Omniscient One had called to be with Him in greater glory. 


Thus with tired feet but full hearts we came to the three-quarter mark in 
our race, and with anxious eyes looked toward the dawn of our fourth and 
final year. 


SENIOR: 


With anxious steps we returned to plunge again into the unfolding joys and 
pleasures of college life; yet, like the miser who hoards his coins, reluctantly 
we parted with each passing day that slipped from the calendar of our Senior year.

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The 1939 edition of the Erskine Flying 
Fleet began to mold into shape early in 
September when Coach Jakie Todd led his 
Seceder charges through an intensive pre- 
season drill at Bon Clarken. Twenty-eight 
men answered the call to practice. 


Again Erskine was handicapped by 
lightness in weight and inexperience. It is 
true that the majority of men on the first 
team had gone through one or two pre- 
vious campaigns but when these men were 
injured or out of the game, men previously 
untested and untried were shoved into 
their places. However, it may be said for 
these men, most of them sophomores, that 
their spirit and willingness to learn was 
one of the bright spots in a season marked 
by numerous defeats. It has been brought 
out time and again by sports observers all 
over the South that the spirit and superior 
coaching of Erskine teams saved them from 
overwhelming defeats at the hands of 
much larger teams. 


There were several happenings during 
the season that merit special attention. 
Among them: The outstanding play and 
punting of John Edwards who finished his 
football career with the record of playing 
in twenty consecutive games without 
losing a minute of playing time... The 
brilliant defensive work of Frank Pressly 
in the game against Catawba... Mott 
Long's participation in nineteen out of 
twenty games in the last two years with- 
out being substituted for. He missed the 
Davidson fracas because of the ‘Flu’... 
The spectacular touchdown on the kick- 
off run by Ted Thornberg against 
Catawba and his equally spectacular 
seventy-four yard sprint from scrimmage 
against Stetson the week before ..The 
splendid tackling of Cherry Beaty and 
John Simonton in the Citadel game... 
The way Erskine held Furman during the 
first half. . . These are only a few we might 
mention.

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The veterans, Co-Captain John Ed- 
wards and Joe Cotten, again held down 
the flank posts with Tom Gettys and 
Hazel Long filling in capably when called 
upon. Buck Stevenson, who was handi- 
capped nearly all season with a painful 
knee injury, and Paul McCain were at the 
tackles, with Frank Pressly coming over 
from his guard position to fill in for 
Stevenson. Lewis Parrish and Stanley 
Watts also saw plenty of action at tackle. 
At guards were Frank Pressly and John 
Simonton, who also played part time in 
the backfield. When Pressly was at tackle, 
Buddy Phillips came along to develop into 
a first-class running guard. Henderson 
Nesbitt saw considerable action at guard. 
The veteran Moffatt Long was again at 
center. In the backfield Captain Hal Burris, 
Dick Robertson, Ted Thornberg, Charlie 
Todd, Freddie Walters, Cherry Beaty, Bob 
Coon, and Henry Smith all played a vital 
part in the Seceder machine. 


Erskine lost their initial game of the 
season to Rollins by the score of 26-0.

The game was a thriller the whole way through with 
the score being knotted 6 all at the half. Spartanburg was the scene of the next 
skirmish. On the Wofford field, the Baby Fleet outplayed the Pups marking 
up thirteen firstdowns to five but lost the scrap 7-0. The following week the 
battle-scarred Little Seceders ended their season by dropping a game to the P. C. 
Blue Anklets at Clinton. 


Coach Phillips has given the freshman squad fundamentals of football that 
will be of great benefit to Coach Todd’s Flying Fleet next year. As is the case 
every year many of the frosh had had no previous football experience and the 
game had to be learned from the beginning. Coach Phillips deserves much 
praise and commendation for his splendid work. Neill Walker also did a good 
job as manager in conditioning the men.

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This season Coach Jakie Todd formed one of the greatest quintets in 
Erskine cage history and the team amassed one of the best records in Seceder 
annals. “Ihe Erskine squad again lacked height but this handicap was made 
up for in the experience of the players and their fighting spirit. One of the best 
ball hawking outfits in the South, they time and again would take the ball 
off the boards from their taller rivals. Two teams were at the disposal of 
Coach Todd and he skillfully used them to the best advantage. In the state 
championship race Erskine was second to Clemson and was one of the S. I. A. A. 
leaders. 


Practice began the first week in December but little was done until after 
Christmas. The squad assembled in Due West the day after Christmas and 
immediately hit the road to play some practice games before the regular collegiate 
season began. The Seceders conquered the Winnsboro Royal Cords in an over- 
time affair which saw the sophomore ‘wrecking crew’’ come through in their 
first test and win the game when all the first team were fouled out. The Parris 
Island Marines were the next opponents and the Flying Fleet split a pair of 
games with them. The Marines boasted an experienced group who had played 
together for years and it was in this series of games that the ability of the 
Erskine squad was proved. 


The regular season began early in January and the first team was composed 
of the veterans of two previous campaigns: John Edwards, Mott Long, Joe 
Cotten, and Buddy Phillips. Hazel Long, a sophomore, was the fifth member 
of the first five. Charlie Todd, Henderson Nesbitt, Tom Overby, Edwin Park- 
inson, Baxter Jones, and Phil Hedrick completed the roster. The Citadel came 
from behind in the last few minutes of play to sink the Fleet 40-38. The

College of Charleston fell before the Seceder attack 54-36. Again it was the 
sophomore aggregation that provided the spark in the Fleet victory. The next 
opponent was the highly touted Wofford quintet which was so far undefeated. 
The Seceders defeated them 33-19 at Spartanburg and the following week took 
the same team by the score of 30-22. Mott Long and John Edwards were the 
high scorers in these games. 


In the next two home games the Fleet dropped a contest to Newberry and 
P. C. Inability to sink free throws was the cause of both defeats. Newberry 
won 31-29 and the P. C. score was 27-23. The Fleet then went on the road 
again and defeated South Georgia Teachers 28-25. Stetson fell before Erskine 
twice, 28-24 and 38-25. Back in Due West the Fleet conquered Furman 31-23, 
Stetson again by the score of 32-29, and the Maroons of the College of Charles- 
ton, 53-21. Furman eked out a 32-31 victory over the Maroon and Gold in 
a game that saw thirty personal fouls called on the Seceders and the free throws 
sunk by Furman proved to be the margin of victory. The following night 
Erskine came through with a 38-34 win over Newberry. The Fleet trailed
